If you suspect a rock of be- 
ing one, simply lift it up and look on the 
underside.

THE VENOMOUS STING-FLY 


There are two major differences between the 
common House Fly, and the Venomous Sting- 
Fly. One: The Sting-Fly is very easy to 
catch, while the House Fly is not. And two: 
The Sting-Fly bites when caught, while the 
House Fly does not. The bite causes instant 
paralysis, which subsides in about 48 hours, 
after which full recovery follows, with only 
occasional attacks of nausea and high fever.
